Mr. Lynn agreed, adding that in the Gael- 
teacht such proviston was absolutely neces- 
sary. lf, he said, it was contended by the 


other side that the rule relating to the service 
did not deal with the service of documents 
outside the Court, then there was no rule 
giving thém the right to serve them in Eng- 
lish, outstde the Court. 

Mr, Justice Gavan Duffy asked was Mr. 
Lynn's client the only one of the defendants 
In prison, 

Mr. Lynn—There are five of them, and the 
warrant committing them to prison is bad, be- 
cause it does not explic itly set out what their 
treatment is to be. There is no term put 
upon the detentfon. 

Mr. Micks referred to the rule which states 
that: a judge may sit at any time or in any 
place to hear an urgent application for the 
discharge of any person from prison, and said 
that it did seem to him an extraordinary thing 
that no applreation had been made on behalf 
of Mr. Conneely to have him released since 
12th of last August. Most of the objections 
to the jurisdiction of the Court were matters 
which might properly be raised on certiorari, 
and which could not be gone into by that 
Court on a motion for habeas corpus, 


COURT PROCESSES 


This was the first occasion in his experi-

Dublin, against James Barry, amusements 
caterer; North Summer street, Dublin ; James 
Maguire, motor driver, Loughbrickland, Ban- 
bridge, Co. Down; and Patrick Hughes, Mid- 
land Hotel proprietor, Dublin, was listed for 
the assessment of damages. 

Plaintiff claimed damages for personal. and 
other injuries and loss and expense causéd 
to him by reason of the alleged negligence of 
the defendent, James Barry, his servant: or 
agent, in the. care and control of a tractor 
and trailer; . in the alternative, by the 
alleged nogtigence of the defendant, James 
Maguire, in the management. of such vehicle; 
or, in' the further alternative, by the alleged 
negligence of the defendant, Patrick Hughes, 
‘in the management and care of an Austin 
motor car at Mount street Bridge, Dublin, on 
lst July, 1935. 

Mr. «Charles 8. Campbell, K.C., and - 
Herbert Hare (instructed by Messrs, Wm. C. 
Hogan and Sons) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. Brere- 
ton Barry, K.C.,.and Mr. Seamus Burke (in- 
structed by Messrs, James O'Connor and Co.)

Manager to make representations to 
the Minister of Education with a view 
to procuring the free issue of medical certifi- 
cates to the parents of necegsitious children 
on occasions when the children are prevented 
from attending school owiitgz to illness, was 
adopted on the proposal of Mrs. M, Walsh, 
seconded by Dr. Hannigan, at the meeting 
of the Dublin Corporation last night. . 
Dr. Hannigan described existing conditions 
from the public health point of view as a 
scandal, there being dozens of tuberculosis 
and pneumonia cases receiving no treatment. 
‘There was no proper system of social insur- 
ance in regard to medical attention required 
by the working classes, such as there was in 
England and Northern Ireland. 
What steps, he asked, had the Medical 
Officer of Health taken im Dublin to cope 
with the influenza epidemic other than a 
purely Press propaganda campaign, foolish 
and futile, and not supported by any action 
to produce results. Why were the schools 
allowed to remain open until attendances 
were depleted and staffs disorganised? He 
hoped that in future the Medical Officer of 
Health would take the steps necessary in 
such circumstances. i 
Mr. J. J. Byrne said that the doctors in 
the dispensaries were not giving the facilities 
they might give to the poor. i 
Mr. Larkin said that the medical profession 
was the most generous body of men in this 
or any countrv, but they could not do the 
impossible. Legislation should make ‘provi- 
sion to meet the charge.

FILM NOTES 


TE pular Robert Hichens novel, 

‘The Garden of Allah,’’ has been 
filmed in Hollywood, with Marlene 
Dietrich and the famous French actor, 
Charles Boyer, in the leading parts.

Arizona, in blazing sun and sandstorms. 
Each day a high-speed lorry covered the 
600 miles between Yuma and Culver City, 
carrying-the film to be developed in Holly- 
wood and returned to the camp for the 
preliminary showings. Although there 
are only seven technicolour cameras in 
the United States, three of them were 
requisitioned for the filming of “ The 
Garden of Allah.’’ Each of these cameras 
costs £3,000 to make, and they are owned 
by the Technicolour Company, which 
rents them to the filming companies, with 
their own technicians in charge of the 
work. Amazing quantities of materials 
were. used in the construction of the 
settings in the Yuma desert, including 
125,000 feet of timber, 3,500 - special 
bricks, 250 sacks of a special plaster, 60 
barrels of nails, and 25 palm trees to 
give the needed Sahara atmosphere in 
the treeless region. Some _ half-million 
feet of. technicolour film had passed 
through the cameras before the film was 
finished, and from this will be cut the 
version which will be seen in the cinemas 
in about six or eight months. This is the 
first colour film to be produced on the 
lavish scale familiar in the black and 
white films. It is the first to cost as 
much as £400,000. and the first modern 
love story to be filméd in the new medium. 
It may set a new standard in the cinema. 


Mirrophonie Living Sound 


Cinema-goers will be interested in news 
about a new sound system which has just 
been demonstrated in 
known as Mirrophonic Living Sound, and 
is controlled hy the Western Electric Com- 
pany. This Mirrophonic Living Sound is 
said to be the greatest advance in sound 
films since the advent of sound to the 
cinema. When projected through the new 
apparatus talking films become so life-like 
that it seems as if the stars are present in 
person and actually talking from the 
screeen. All the intimacy of the voice is 
retained, and singing voices are made par- 
ticularly clear and beautiful. From the 
cinema-goers’ viewpoint what will pro- 
bably be regarded as the greatest advance 
made by the new apparatus is that hear- 
ing will be equally good in every part 
of the cinema. This result is achieved 
by a new method of distributing sound; a 
method which is peculiar to the Mirro- 
phonic system. At the demonstration in 
London a few days ago most of the lead- 
ing personalities in the film and stage life 
of the English capital were present, and 
all expressed themselves as greatly im- 
yressed by its possibilities. In the near 
fetute there will be similar demonstrations 
arranged in other cities, and Dublin takes 
a prominent place in the list. 
Western Electric Company is the body re- 
sponsible for the sound recording of films 
in most of the major film studios through- 
out the world, and which also supplies the 
sound apparatus used by most of the 
cinemas in America and these countries. 
The company regards the Mirrophonic 
apparatus as the most phenomenal advance 
since it first gave ‘‘ talkies’ to the world. 
By the new system the ‘‘ stars ” will be 
brought into a greater intimacy with their 
admirers, and a greater menace will be 
realised by the theatre. Those who sigh 
for the departed silent films, and whose 
sigh goes unheard by producers, may not 
like this advance, but in every cinema the 
improvement in the voice production from 
the screen will be hailed with popular en- 
thusiasm. If the voices can be projec 

from the screen in as pure a tone as they 
are now heard in the studio, both cinema-

The danger is that the cleavage 
between Army and Parliament has become 
too patent, and that the chiefs may decide 
to clear the situation once and for all by

As Germany has disdained the 
League of Nations, in like manner Japan 
has informed Europe that she intends to 
go her own way without interference from 
anybody. Furthermore, she has aligned 
herself definitely with the Germans during 
the past few months, and it is not im- 
possible that Fascism will thrive in Japan, 
as in Germany, upon a common hostility 
to Soviet Russia. We cannot believe, 
indeed, that the doom of democracy in the 
Far East will be long deferred. It never 
has enjoyed any real power, and ‘there is 
little reason to suppose that the mass of 
the people cate how they are governed so 
long as they can live with reasonab‘e 
cheapness, If the Army thinks that it can 
cloak its ambitions and its expenditure 
alike under a Fascist mantle, it will have 
little scruple about the removal of demo- 
cratic obstacles. Another nation of 
militant Fascism will divide the world yet 
farther into opposing creéds, and will 
bring the seemingly inevitable conflict 


even nearer.

That all is not well with Northern Tre-

500,000 Dollars 

It would seem that Mr. Joseph Gould 
has laid up a large amount of trouble 
for himself in the immediate future. Mr. 
sould is the manager of James Braddock, 
heavy-weight boxing champion of the 
world; and he has been sufficiently 
injudicious to accept. an offer of 500,000 
dollars for a title fight with Joe Louis 
in June. A few menths ago a Braddeck- 
Louis contest was awaited anxiously by 
boxing experts all over the world; but 
then a Herr Schmeling, from Germany, 
stepped in, razed Joe Louis to the ground, 
and offered himself as a challenger for 
Braddock’s title. | Schmeling’s triumph 
came as a complete surprise, in view of 
the negro’s extremely terrifying reputa- 
tion; and, as a consequence or not, James 
Braddock contracted an injury to his 
hand which kept him out of boxing for 
the remainder of the year. Schmeling 
returned to Germany, where he received 
a national welcome, and settled down 
untii somebody made arrangements for 
him to level James Braddock. The 
arrangements have gone wrong; and they 
have gone wrong because Mr. Joseph 
Gould thinks that a Braddock-Schmeling 
fight would bring in 200,000 dollars and 
a Braddock-Louis fight 300,000 dollars 
more. So certain is Mr. Gould of the 
profits for a Braddeck-Louis contest that 
he is prepared to forfeit the 5,000 dollars 
whieh he deposited with the New York 
State Athletic Commission as evidence of 
good faith in Braddock’s intentions to 
defend the title against Schmeling. Mr. 
Gould has an idea that the Commission 
may return his 5,000 dollars, but he is 
open to disappointment. We feel that he 


may receive other disapporntments. 
Schmeling is the only man who can 
challenge. Braddock for his title. 


Braddock may make what he likes out of 
matches with other boxers, but his title 
cannot be endangered. There is no way 
whatsoever in which Schmeling’s claims 
can be passed over; and we should hate 
to be Mr. Gould when this point comes 
up for discussion.

FEDERAL POWERS 
IN CANADA 


——— 


The Times observes editorially to-day :— 
It is generally agreed in Canada that the 
division of powers between the Dominion 
and the provinces needs to be revised to 
‘meet modern conditions. On the very day 
last week on which the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council was! delivering a 
series of judgments invalidating most of 
the New Deal legislation passed by. the 
Canadian Parliament in 1934 and 19365, 
the Prime Minister and the Leader of the 
Opposition in Ottawa were discussing the 
necessity of constitutional amendment. 
Mr. Bennett, urging that the Constitution 
must be re-cast to meet the needs of the 
present age if the democratic structure of 
Canada was to be saved from breakdown 
suggested the holding of a Constitutional 
Conference representing all parties in the 
Federal and Provincial Parliaments. Mr. 
Mackenzie King welcomed this proposal, 
but emphasised the importance of settling 
the method of procedure before deciding 
what amendments were required. The 
Government, he said, had been considering 
the advisability of appointing a carefully 
selected Royal Commission to hear the 
evidence of all interested parties and 
report upon possible amendments, They 
had decided, however, he added, to post- 
pone any such step until the judgments 
of the Judicial Committee were available, 

These judgments which, as it happens, 
were being delivered in London almost as 
he was speaking can only strengthen the 
desire for reform. They make it clear 
that as the Constitution now stands the 
Dominion Parliament has no authority to 
legislate on industrial or social questions 
or to regulate marketing in any general 
way, which means that until the Constitu- 
fon is amended the National Government 
and Parliament of Canada are precluded 
from dealing with matters of increasingly 
great and urgent national importance. 

Now that it is definitely established, 
adds The Times, how narrow are the limits 
restricting the authority of the Dominion 
Parliament, it is for the statesmen and 
people of Canada to determine what exten- 
sions are necessary. All parties are agreed 
that there must be some redistribution of 
powers between the Dominion and the 
Provinces, but difficulties arise as soon as 
any attempt is made to work out a new 
division or even to settle the method of 
amendment. The:old procedure of asking 
the British Parliament to pass amend- 
ments to the British North American Act, 
agreed upon between the Dominion an’ 
the Provinces, has now become distasteful 
to a large body of Canadian opinion, and 
is not likely to be used except in an 
urgent emergency. No other method, how- 
ever, has yet been devised, in spite of the 
efforts of the Committee appointed two 
years-ago, with Mr, Lapointe, the Minister 
of Justice, as chairman. i

LPR HITLER'S speech on Saturday 
eclipsed a very important develop- 
ment which took place in Berlin on the 
same day, when all the Cabinet Ministers, 
the heads of the Defence Services, and 
other high officials who had hitherto been 
outside the ranks of the Nazi Party, were 
received into it and given a high decora- 
tion. The heads of the defence forces 
hitherto have remained outside domestic 
policy, insisting that they were not liable 
for police duty in any civil strife. All 
reservations have now been thrown aside, 
and the Navy, Army, and Air Force have 
become intimately associated with Herr 
Hitler and the Nazi régime. Herr Hitler 
personally gains considerably by this 
development, since the adhesion of the 
heads of the regular forces helps to remove 
the possible danger of a move against his 
régime, and, at the same time, it will 
put an end to the rivalry between the 
regular forces and the Nazi Storm Troops. 


Sir Hubert Gough 


A morning paper in its leading article 
te-day remarks, a propos the New Year's 
Honours List: ‘‘Some figures make you 
wonder what constitutes public service,”’ 
and “ Where is General Gough? Did he 
deserve no recognition of his vindicate 
services ”? This puts the views of man; 
people here in a nutshell. It had been 
almost taken for granted, after the Prima 
Minister’s promise of re-consideration, 
that a signal honour would be conferred 
upon Sir Hubert Gough, following his 
complete vindication by Mr. Lloyd George. 
It is hoped. however, that the matter has 
not been overlooked by Mr. Stanlev 
Baldwin, and that recognition will come 
to Sir Hubert Gough before long. Sir 
Hubert underwent a minor operation in a 
London nursing home to-day, and was re- 
ported this evening to be making excellent 
progress. 


Liberals and “' Intellectual Liberty “ 


The Liberal Party has no desire to take 
part in a ‘‘Popular Front ” movement 
against the National Government. In 
reply to an appeal made to it by the 
‘For Intellectual Liberty ” group, Mr. 
Milner Gray, whe is chairman of the 
Iixecutive Committee of the Liberal Party, 
states that, while he has warm sympathy 
with the motives prompting the appeal— 
which is signed by Bishop Barnes, Lord 
Horder, Sir Norman Angell, Mr. Aldous 
Huxley and Mr. J. B. Priestley—it ought 
to be possible to rally support which 
would cut across party lincs for a short 
term programme aiming at peace, liberty, 
and social justice. When it comes to 
capitalising such a programme in terms of 
Parliamentary action, however, very 
serious difficulties arise. Failing a change 
in the electoral system, such as proportional 
representation, the only way of realising 
the popular front seems to be a “deal” in 
seats, and, even if that could be arranged 
at the party headquarters, it would break 
down in the constituencies. The letter 
ends by asking Mr. Aldous Huxley and 
his friends to meet the Liberal Party and 
discuss “the very interesting and im- 
portant questions raised,”’ 


Ecuador for Zionists 
The Zionists hope to accommodate, in 
places other than 


thousands of Jews from Central and 
Eastern Europe to whom emigration has 


mass European immigration without dis 


crimination. ‘They have now returned, 
and have written an interesting report, 
which savs that thousands of acres are 


available in healthy, fertile and accessible 
areas. Under a scheme of organised settle 
ment, a family can be established for £72 
to £93 from the time of landing in the 
country. Only a- small proportion of the 
two-and-a-half million inhabitants is of 
pure white stock, and politics are carried 
on in a spirit of mutual tolerance and 
goodwill, frea from the bitterness and 
rancour of political life in so many 
European countries. The report says that 
the people are ready to welcome the Jews. 


The Americas Cup 


A development in connection with the 
contest for the Americas Cup has been 
received with gratification im yachting 
circles. A new agreement has been made 
that the challenger for the Americas Cup 
may be chosen as late as thirty days before 
the contest this year. Formerly it has 
been necessary to specify the challenger 


ten months in advance, and to sail the 
contest with that boat, although the 


United States has been allowed to make a 
last minute choice of a defender. England 
has pressed for the concession because in 
the two Endeavours it has two vessels 
of about equal merit, and some people 
think the old Endeavour will prove the 
better ship. She has been re-rigged and 
equipped, and is captained by Captain 
Ned Heard, who has manned her with a 
crew of picked and young men. ‘The two 
Endeavours will cross the Atlantic in May 
and will practice against each other up to 
the opening of the contest on July ólst. 


A New Bomber 


the first of the new type bombing aircraft 
ordered in quantity under the R.A.F. ex- 
pansion scheme, has just been handed over 
to the Air Force. It is a heavy bomber, 
representing a great accession to the 
British power in the air. It has success- 
fully completed its official trials, during 
which it attained much higher perform- 
ances than the designers had estimated. 
Designed to carry heavy loads over long 
distances, its bombing capacity is greater 
than that of any aeroplane previously in 
service, while it can be adapted quickly 
for the transport of thirty or more fully 
armed troops, and has exceptionally high 
top speed. Its take off is quick and easy. 
Another advantage is that it can operate 
safely with big loads from small ex- 
temporised air ports of the kind that 
would be used frequently on active service. 
New methods of manufacture were adopted 
for this type of machine, because of the 
need of a greater number of aircraft. The 
new system substituted a series of simple 
stages for a number of difficult and 
lengthy operations.

Both were sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment early 
on Saturday morning, when the death 
sentences on the thirteen others were 
passed. 
The condemned men were given the 
right to appeal for clemency to the Soviet 
Cabinet. All the appeals were rejected 
yesterday. 
Following the usual practice, the bodies 
of. the executed men are believed to have 


been cremated immediately after their 
death. The cxact manner of execution in 
Russia is kept secret. No details are 
revealed, in accordance with the Soviet 
views that executions are barbarous 
spectacles. 


It will probably never be known, there- 
fore, whether the shooting was by a firing 
squad or by the classic method of the 
0.G.P.U. in the early days—a revolver 
shot in the back of the head when the 
victim is not expecting it. 

Sensational charges of plotting with 
foreign Powers to bring about the over- 
throw: of the Soviet State were made in 
the indictment against the 17 prisoners.

Of 
course the result is sad, but not so much, 
perhaps, for European peace as for the 
dignity of those towards whom Hitler 
again allows himself to manifest outspoken 
scorn. 

“In reality the world can only be grate- 
ful to Hitler for having introduced perfect 
clarity into the state of affairs. European 
peace really depends on whether it will be 
possible by collective efforts to halt the 
Fascist aggressors before they plunge the 
world into a catastrophe. 

“The path chosen by Britain and 
France, however—the path of invitation 
and persuasion addressed to Germany— 
can by no means lead to that aim.

SUGGESTION that, owing to 

its high rate of unemploy- 

ment, Belfast should be treated as a 

‘‘ distressed «area,’’ and granted 

special treatment like the distressed 

areas in Great Britain, was made at 

the monthly meeting of the Belfast 
Corporation to-day. 


NEW INDUSTRIES ACT 


Councillor Lavery (Unionist) moved the 
following resolution :— 

“ With a view to alleviating unemploy- 
ment and stimulating new industries in 
Northern Ireland, the Belfast Corporation 
request the Government to give favourable 
consideration to. the renewal of the New 
Industries (Development) Act, Northern 
Ireland, 1932, for a further period of 
five years,” 

Moving the resolution, 
Lavery drew the attention of the Corpora- 
tion to the extreme gravity of the situa- 
tion regarding unemployment in Belfast. 
Since the month of October, 1936, he said, 
when the Council 
system of recruitment of labour by change 
of standing orders, he was appalled by 
the large numbers of unemployed who had 
approached him to secure employment in 
Northern Ireland out of approximately 
199.000 registered workers, exclusive of 
agricultural workers. 73,954. were unem- 
ployed, which meant that one out of every 
three registered workers were out of em- 
ployment. 


MINISTER’S ADMISSION 


The Minister of Labour, speaking on 
December 11, 1936, made a frank admission 
that under existing conditions he could 
do nothing more than he had done in re- 
gard to helping to reduce unemployment. 
He did not subscribe to nor endorse Mr. 
Andrews’ views. The establishment of 
new industries was one method of reduc- 
ing the large numbers of unemployed and 
giving their citizens fresh courage for the 
future. 

Under the provisions of the Act they 
had at present only three instances of new 
industries being established in Belfast 
within the period of five years ended 
November, 1936. One in respect of 
chromium plating, one for the production 
of poplin ties, and a third new industry 
was in connection with a spraying machine 
for fruit trees. The cost per annum to 
the ratepayers of Belfast in respect of 
these three industries was slightly over 
£350 yearly, as the Northern Government. 
under the Derating Act, contribute 75 
per cent. of the rates. 

The New Industries (Development) Act 
was not sufficiently known in business 
circles in Ulster, Great Britain or the 
Empire, and if Parliament agreed to 
renew the Act for a further period of five 
years, he would suggest that a big drive 
and advertising campaign in Press and 
cross-Channel trade journals be under- 
taken to advertise the exceptional terms 
contained in the Act. | 
Councillor Crawfcrd seconded the resolu- 
tion.

Alderman Thomas Henderson, M.P., 
said that, while he would like to encourage 
Councillor Lavery in his efforts to secure 
new industries, he should say that the 
new Industries Act was the greatest joke 
ever perpetrated on the workers of 
Northern Ireland. They would never be 
able to develop new industries in Northern 
Ireland until Northern Ireland was given 
Dominion status, and he suggested to 
Councillor Lavery that he should press 
upon the Government the desirability of 
asking for Dominion status. 

Some of their leading statesmen were 
away ‘‘following the sun”’ instead of 
stopping at home and looking after the 
interests of the unemployed. There would 
never be any |change in Northern Ireland 
until they Bharsd out some of the parasites 
at Stormont. 


LIKE RUSSIA UNDER STALIN 


Alderman Pierce, supporting the motion, 
said that one out of every three in their 
area were unemployed, yet they were 
ashamed to have their city declared a dis- 
tressed area. It was a distressed area with 
a vengeance, whether they admitted it or 
not. The policy of the Northern Govern- 
ment was to kill.industries, and the 
greatest example was the establishment of 
the Transport Board, which killed a 
successful transport industry. The people 
of Northern Ireland are as firmly under 
the heel of a dictatorship as the people of 
Russia ever were under Stalin, he de- 
clared. 
Councillor Wilton said that the poor 
people were dying in hundreds, largely 
from starvation, and no person seemed to 
care if they were hurried to early graves.

A DISTRESSED AREA 


Alderman Duff proceeded to congratu- 
late Councillor Lavery on his courage in 
quoting figures which. he said. were 
oficial.

‘We aro carrying too much sail in 
Northern Ireland,” declared Alderman 
Duff, “ and our ship will be wrecked if 
the sails are not drawn in.”’ 

“ Why,” he asked, “is a new levy of 
£70,000 being put on a distressed area. 
There is no parallel in the British Empire, 
not to speak of Britain. The fact that 
you are not recognised as a distressed area 
means that you have got to keep your 
pride up and pay up like men.” 

If the Government would admit the 
facts they would not be permitted to put 
that'£70,000 levy, and if the people would 
not follow the Government's lead blindly 
and without intelligence they would not 
submit to that levy any longer.

CORONER'S APPEAL TO 
BELFAST CITIZENS 


- 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


OLDING an inquest here to-day into 
it the circumstances of the death of 

Joseph Hanna, aged 45, a Belfast 
Corporation employé, of 635 Servia street, 
Beliast, who was shot on Tuesday last, the 
Belfast Coroner (Mr. T. E. Alexander), said : 
‘This is yet another of those very regrettable 
cases of premeditated and carefully-planned 
murders, which it is my duty to investigate. 

‘Since my appointment as City Coroner in 
June, 1932, I have inquired into no less than 
eighteen such murders, In every one of which the 
assassins have so far escaped arrest. Their 
escape is certainly not the fault of the author- 
ities. It is due probably to those citizens who 
through fear fail to give information to the 
police. 

“I hope that even in this eighteenth case 
of murder some of those citizens who with- 
hold their knowledge of how this murder was 
committed will ¢hange into loyal citizens— 
loyal to their fellow-citizens and loyal so 
themselves. 

‘Such murders are meaningless; they can- 
not be defended as political or otherwise. 

“If the murderer in the present case 
should unfortunately escape arrest and sub- 
sequent punishment his conscience will even- 
tually punish him.- The recollection of having 
murdered a father leaviig a widow and nine 
children will surely worry him. : 


THE NEXT VICTIM 


‘If he will only think that he himself may 
be the next victim and that his children may 
thus become fatherless it will surely trouble 
him. Would he like any of his own children 
to know that he was a murderer—would he 
like his father and mother to know that he 
was a murderer? [ am sure not. When he 
comes to feel like this his conscience will 
surely punish him to the full. : 

“ My verdict is one of wilful murder, and 
my heartfelt sympathy is with the widow and 
her nine children.'' 

Evidence of identification was given by the 
wife of the murdered man, Mrs. Mary Hanna. 
Cathleen Fitzpatrick, Cullingtree road, 
captain of the Girl Guides, said that at the 
junction of Marchioness street and M‘Donnell 
street she heard what sounded like revolver 
shots in M‘Donnell street. She saw a man 
who had been walking in the direction of 
the Grosvenor road fall. o men ran over 
from the Milford street side, and as they 
passed the lying man one of them fired two 
more shots in quick succession. After the 
shooting the two men continued to run in the 
direction of the Grosvenor road. I went at 
once to the man’s aid, and, assisted by some- 
body, trailed him into 46 M‘Donnell street. 
He seemed to be almost unconscious.

No group of people can spea 
two languages with equal facility. If Irish 
is to be revived, it must be revived as a 
living tongue, as the ordinary medium cf 
speech in every part of the country. At 
present Irish is spoken as the ordinary 
medium only in a very small of the 
country, among people the majority of whom 
are fishermen or workers on the land. 

The question arises—Is the Irish language 
suited to become the medium of the com- 
plicated life of the present age? Years ago, 
in. the early days of the Gaelic revival, it 
was often said that Irish was suited to every 
kind of work, and in that respect was com- 
parable to any of the great languages on 
the Continent. A knowledge of the history 
of the language would show the absolute 
impossibility of this. For three hundred 
years Irish was ancultivated, and to-day it 
showed signs of that neglect. During these 
— many changes took place in the 
world. 


. 


A NEW WORLD 


To-day there is a new world, and the Irish 
language must be brought up-to-date and 
a suitable to this new world. Ignorance 
of this change, or the inability to grasp its 
significance, is at the root of mu of the 
narvow-mindedness in the national movement 
in Ireland in recent years. Had Gaelic cul- 
ture survived, it would have undergone many 
changes, as did the culture of every other 
country. 

Some people to-day look on Gaelic culture 
as something static—a mere ‘formula. The 
present dialects in Ireland, and the lack of a 
standardised spelling, are a great drawback 
to the revival of the language. This problem 
could best be solved by the establishment 
of a Gaelic Academy, which could give 
authoritative decisions on questions relating 
to the “ng gays ao Its decisions could be put 
into effect through the schools and the 
Gum. There is too much conversational 
Irish published at present, and not enough 
prose. Every sentence that comes from the 
mouth of a native speaker of the language 
is not necessarily a literary jewel. 

The principal faults of modern Irish prose 
are shallowness of thought and lack of im- 
agination. There is very little original work 
of any me;it, lí we get a brilliant irish-prose 
literature in the present age it will come from 
the Galltacht (English-speaking districts) and 
the cities, not from the Gaeltacht. During 
the past few years the Gaeltacht has been 
treated as an idol. It should be remembered 
that the inhabitants are fishermen and land- 
workers. It is nonsense to pretend that they 
are wonderful prose writers. Literature, like 
the other arts, flourishes among a cultured 
and educated class. 

There is no need, however, to be too down- 
hearted about the state of Irish literature. 
There will not be a proper literature in Irish 
until the language is spoken in every part 
of the country. 


SPELLING AND DIALECT 


Proposing a vote of thanks to the Auditor, 
Mr. E. Blythe said that he would not like the 
spelling to become standardised too soon, as 
it was improving, and in long words some 
letters were left. out. They should have no 
fear of a standard dialect in literature, as it 
would come with the spoken language. Prose 
was no protection for. the language; if the 
people had poetry it would set them thinking 
and reciting things for which they would 
have no English. “ An Gum” did not de- 
serve all the criticism that was levelled at 
it. It had done good work, but there was a 
great need for translations. 

Mr. T. O Ruairc, B.A. M.Comm., said 
that it was foolish to expect literature from 
the poor people of the Gaeltacht. They would 
have no new literature until colleges were 
established there. The Church should take 
a bigger part in the language revival. The 
Church was trying to prevent the people from 
learning new customs, but the beat way te 
do that would be to have sermons and the 
ordinary work of the Church in Irish, Mem- 
bers of all parties promised at alection times 
to protect the language, but in the Dail they 
never discussed anything in Irish. 

Mr. L. de Roiste, M.A., proposed, and Mr. 
Piarais Beaslai seconded, the motion that the 
Society was worthy of support.

COMMISSIONER 
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á Mane situation in Danzig, and the 

position of the new High Com- 
missioner whom the League of 
Nations proposes to appoint, were the 
subjects of questions put to the 
Foreign Secretary by  Brigadier- 
General Spears and other members, 
in the House of Commons yesterday. 

Mr. Eden, in the course of a general 
reply, said that, as the result of a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Council of the League 
of Nations in October last, the Polish 
Government was invited to seek, on behalf 
of the Council, the means of putting an 
end to the situation described in the 
general report of the League High Com. 
missioner at Danzig, and thus of render- 
ing fully effective the guarantee of the 
League. The Polish Government accepted 
this task, and after protracted negotia- 
tions with the Senate of the Free City 
was able to inform the Council, in a report 
dated January 26, that it had received 
an assurance from the Senate that the 
latter was resolved to carry out the 
Statute of the Free City and the obliga- 
tions resulting therefrom. 

The Committee of Three—France, 
Sweden and the United Kingdom—set up 
by the Council in July, 1956, after con- 
sidering the Polish report, and after a 
full and careful study of the situation, 
submitted a report to the Council. The 
Committee put forward the conclusion that 
the information which it had ‘received 
from the Polish representative, and the 
assurances which had been given to him 
on behalf of the Senate, offered sufficient 
grounds for expecting that the politica] 
tension in the Free City would be lessened, 
and that conditions would be established 
in which a High Commissioner would be 
better able to discharge his functions. — 

It was not without grave preoccupations 
that the Committee recommended to the 
Council the adoption of the present report 
and the appointment of a new High Com- 
missioner; but in submitting its recom- 
mendation the Committee was influenced 
by the fact that the guarantee by tho 
League of the Constitution of the Free 
City was part of a complex political struc- 
ture, to the disturbance of which the 
Council would certainly me to avoid con- 
tributing as long as possible. 

The Committes added that the new High 
Commissioner. would, when he had been 
able to form a definite opinion, certainly 
wish to let the Council know under what 
practical conditions he thought he could 
carry out his functions. 

The Committee’s report was adopted by 
the Council. It was imtended to appoint 
a new High. Commissioner as soon as 
possible. 

Mr. Noel-Baker asked whether he was 
to understand that, in substance, there 
had been no weakening of the authority of 
the League. 

Mr. Eden said that he.would prefer not 
to attempt to put a gloss on the very 
dificult negotiations, and would prefer 
that Mr. Noel-Baker would read the docu- 
ments, In this case it was a question of 
a German minority, as opposed to a 
German majority, which was not a usual 
situation. 

Mr. J. C. Wedgwood (Labour)—As the 
League has accepted the recommendations 
of the Polish Commission, and excused the 
High Commissioner from dealing with in- 
ternal affairs, does not that mean a 
definite surrender of any protection of the 
working-classes and minorities in Danzig? 

Mr. Eden replied that he would not take 
that view at all. His colleagues and he 
had attempted to do their utmost in a 
very difficult situation, and he would 
bur to see how this decision worked out 

efore they came to a decision on the posi- 
tion.

During his American tour in 1882-3 Oscar 
Wilde began his career as a playwright with 
a play about anarchism, entitled “ Vera,” 
“id then, under the spell of the great Mary 
Anderson, he wrote ‘The Duchess of 
Padua.”’ Tiring of this burst of playwrit- 
ing he turned to other literary work, and it 
was nol for a decade that he startled the 
playgoing public in London with “ Lady 
Windermere’s Fan.” With the success ot 
“Lady Windermere’’. and its three com- 
panion pieces ‘‘The Duchess of Padua” 
was submerged, and it was not staged either 
in Great Britain or Ireland until its pro- 
duction at the Torch Theatre last night. 

When more than fifty years have passed 
since the play was written, and the play was 
when written the effort of a novice in play- 
writing, it might be expected to need con- 


were to be made attractive to playgoers of 
a different generation, This apparently 
obvious fact was overlooked by the pro- 
ducer at he Torch Theatre; with the pecu- 
liar result that’ what. might have been a 
thrilling’ event degenerated into complete 
boredom. A play that should have been a 
full-blooded “ cape-and-sword’’ melodrama 
became a charade, and two people who were 
originally designed to be as the Two Leo- 
pards in the Farréni arms behaved as do- 
mestic pets. As if this were not enough, 
the producer permitted the long, meander- 
ing speeches of the late 19th century English 
theatre to remain uncut and untrimmed; and 
to have these long speeches spoken in a kind 
of .slow-motion -enunciation. which robbed 
them of any effect. 

The young Wilde is in the Pay but so, 
also, are all that the youn ilde knew 
of the Elizabethan dramatists. . If ‘‘ The 
Duchess of Padua’’ were ruthlessly cut, 
acted with all the vigour of melodrama, and 
the casting given a great deal of attention, 
it would be worth going a long way to see. 
Because these matters have received little 
attention this production must regretfully be 
classed as a failure to grasp a fine oppor- 
tunity.

MOISEIWITSCH AS 
ARTIST 


TWO ENJOYABLE 
RECITALS

COMMAND OF CLASSICAL 
AND MODERN STYLES 


———— 


FTER an interval of some years, 
A Moiseiwitsch, the distinguished pianist, 
has paid a return visit to Dublin, and 
it was not surprising in the circumstances to 
find such large audiences at both recitals at - 
the Royal Dubin Society’s premises yester- 
day—the audience in the afternoon was about 
the largest of the season so far. Since he 
has last been heard in Dublin, Moiseiwitsch 
seems to have acquired some quality that 
makes his praying even more impressive than 
it used to be. It is not that he has lost any 
of his delicacy of touch or sensitiveness—his 
technique and control are well-nigh perfect— 
but, rather. that he has added to these that 
untangible quality which stamps him as 
master uf the instrument. That was how one 
felt in a recital that ranged from Bach, 
through Beethoven. Schnmann and Chopin to 
modernists like Stravinsky and Poulenc. In 
the afternoon he thrilled his audience b 
his reading of the ‘‘Chromatic Fantasie ' 
and **Fugue” of Bach. The opening runs 
of the ‘Fantasie’’ were played with a 


fascinating touch and with a lovely colour. 


The clarity of the playing was very evident, 
the rhythm was well maintained, and there 
was not the slightest suggestion of blurring. 
This characteristic was also very marked in 
the ‘* Fugue’’ in which the player made the 
pattern clear amid the bewildering intricaciés 
in which the great composer had woven it. 

After the majesty of the Bach work it was 
delightful to hea: Moiseiwitsch’s reading of 
tne '' Waldstein Sonata '' of Beethoven (Upus 
55). Here the opening movement was a 
perfect example of playing allegro con brio. 
Chere was an inesistibie urge forward in the 
rhythm, without any sacrifice of tone colour; 
tne range of colours was very beautiful. 
Rarely has one heard the succeeding move- 
ments playel with such refined exhilaration. 
The melody ‘as jrought out in the most 
expressive cantalile, and simply carried one 
along in its- steady flow. Indeed, it kept 
singing through one’s system even in the 
later Chopin group. In this group by Chopiv 
was included the ‘‘ Ballade in F major ” (Op. 
58). with its simple pastoral opening, befor 
passing on to a rather tragic ending, This, 
and the later “ Ballade in F minor,” were 
played with rare appeal, and with an impres- 
sive go Ao; of technique; the left-hand work, 
in particular, was strikingly effective. The 
treatment of the Scherzo in B flat minor, 
Op. 20, with its startling dissonances at the 
start, and its later slow movement, also 
showed the master hand, whilst the Scherzo 
in © sharp minor was intensely dramatic, 
but the tempo was wisely held in check. One 
admired the harp-like passages in the later 
section. The Sinus tail “ Frihlings- 
nacht,” the Schubert-Liszt “ Hark, hark, the 
lark,” and the Paganini-Brahms “ Varia- 
tions,’’ were good show pieces with which to 
close the afternoon recital. 


EVENING RECITAL 


At night, after a delightful reading of the 
ever popular ‘‘ Andante Favori’’ oí 
Beethoven, the audience was treated to a 
wonderful perfsrmance of Schumann’s 
‘Carnaval, Op. 9.” In this collection, or 
masquerade, of musical pictures, nearly ail 
of them contain reference to the succession 
of notes As.C.H. (A flat, C.B),* Asch being 
the name of a small town in Bohemia, the 
home of Fraulein von .Fricken, with whom 
Schumann was on very friendly terms when 
he wrote the work. The work is thus a 
succession of characte: studies or impressions, 
all delightfully drawn, bat full of difficulties. 
However, these did not exist for the player 
last night. He swept along in an unending 
spirit of joyousness, revealing almost an impish 
spirit in his painting, but never putting a 
finger wrong or misplacing any of his lights 
—it was a fascinating picture. 

Afterwards there was a most impressive 
performance of the ‘‘ Sonata in B flat minor 
(Opus á5) ” of Chopin. There was no fault 
to be found with the playing. The different 
movements were beantifully painted, 
especially the ‘‘Alarche Funébre’’- and the 
wonderful effect of the closing movement. 

A group including two ‘Preludes ’ by 
Rachmaninoff; “‘ Etude in F sharp major,” 
by Stravinsky; ‘Suggestions Diaboliqnes,”’ 
by Prokofieff; ‘‘Le Petit Ane Blanc,’’ by 
| Bio ‘“ Mouvement Perpetuel,’’ by Poulenc ; 
and ‘‘ Capriccio in F minor,” by Dohnanyi, 
showed that the player had quite a flair tor 
the modernists. The pieces vere most notable 
for their strongly-marked and insistent 
rhythm, and for the chance they gave the 
player to display his digital dexterity.

NEW BALLADS AND SINGERS 


A feature in‘ the Abbey Theatre's pro- 
gramme that was greatly appreciated on a 
previous occasion was presented in a different 
form again last night. This was the singing 
of a series of ballads by Irish writers, and 
the novelty on this o-casion consisted in the 
settings in which the sipgers vere presented. 
In effect the programnie was presented in 
the manner that has become known as the 
‘‘song scena,’’ with a setting of an Irish 
country fair; The singers were Miss Ria 
Mconey and Mr. John Stephenson, both of 
whom have voices almost ideally suited to 
this type of programme. The ballads were : 
“Come, gather around me, Parnellites,”’ and 
“ Roger Casement,” by Mr. W. B. Yeats; 
“A Glass of Beer’’ and “In the Night” 
and “ The Rivals,’’ by. Mr. James Stephens; 
“A Ballad of OBruadir,” by Mr. F. R. 
Higgins, and ‘Come on to the Hills of 
Mourne,”’ an anonymous ballad: The musical 
settings of *‘ The Rivals’? and‘ Come on to 
the Hills of Mourne' were by Mr. Art 
O’Murnaghan, The whole programme was so 
delightfully composed, sung and presented 
that the Abbey director may be encouraged 
to give patrons many similar programmes in 
future. It is an innovation that is most 
creditable to everyone concerned in it. 

The revival of Miss Teresa Deevy’s now 
famous play, '“ Katie Roche,’’ was splendidly 
acted by Messrs. F. J. McCormick, Michael 
J. Dolan, Anthur Shields, Dems O'Dea, P. 
J. Carlon, and Misses Eileen Crowe, Ria 
Mooney and Maureen Delany.

TRAMP SUBSIDY TO BE 
CONTINUED

N the House of Commons to-day Dr. 
| Burgina (Parliamentary Secretary, Board 

of Trade) moved the second reading of 
the Merchant Shipping Bill, which contams 
provisions relating to the overloading of 
ships, and provides for the supply of life- 
saving appliances for fishing-boats. He said 
that winle there could be no finality to 
measures affecting the safety of ships at sea 
the policy of the Government had been to lay 
down certain broad rules, and to make regu- 
lations. Although they might ‘take the 
greatest care to keep the regulations up to 
date the responsibility for sending ships to 
sea in a sea-worthy condition must im the 
last resort rest with the owner and the 
master of each particular ship. In less than 
forty years the vessels Jost. had. rapidly 
declined from 84 to 35, thanks to the 
vigtlance and care of owners, navigators and 
others responsible. The insurance premiums 
against total loss had fallen in ten years from 
30s. to 10s. per cent. ) 

Comparing the standard of safety of United 
Kingdom vessels with those of other nations, 
he said that during 1935 Board of Trade 
statistics showed that 0.38 per cent. of United 
Kingdom tonnage was lost, while the per- 
centage of world tonnage lost was 0.44. That 
showed that in this respect Britain was six 
vessels better per thousand. Safety was .38 
per cent. of United Kingdom tonnage, com- 
pared with the world standard of .44 per 
cent. 

Nautical opinion differed as to the extent 
of overloading which endangered a vessel at 
sea, but as the result of a recent prosecu- 
tion it had been decided to create a new 
offence—that of taking to sea a ship which 
was, in fact, overloaded. In the case of the 
la Crescenta, Lord Merrivale directed that 
the attention of the Board of Trade should 
be called to the fact that, in the judgment 
of those who held the inquiry, there was 
fault on the part of specifically named per- 
sons in allowing the ship to be over- 
loaded, and permitting it to go to sea so 
overloaded. The bill would fill a gap in the 
existing law, and render persons. guilty of 
such an offence lable to imprisonment. The 
new law would cover British ships registered 
outside the United Kingdom. In regard to 
fishing vessels, the bill adopted the recom- 
mendation of the Sea Fishing Commission— 
that life-saving appliances should be made 
compulsory for fishing vessels. as in the case 
of other British ships. | 

The bill was read a second time. 


TRAMP-SHIPPING SUBSIDY 


Dr. Burgin next moved a financial resolu- 
tion, providing for the contmuance of the 
tramp-shipping subsidy. Shipowners, he said, 
had been warned to make their plans on the 
assumption that the subsidy would finally 
come to un end at the end of the present 
year, and that the industry was expected :o 
reorganise itself so as to ensure the contimu- 
ance ‘of the co-operation which had been a 
great feature in connection with the grant of 
the subsidy. Conditions in the freight market 
had greatly improved within the last few 
months, and rates had reached a higher f gure 
than at any time within the last eght years. 
The number of British tramp ships in com- 
mission at the end of 1936 was 76 more than 
on 1st April, 1935, and this meant an increase 
of 285,000 tons gross of shippmg. The mdus- 
try, however, had suffered severe losses, and 
it would take several good years to enable it 
to repair the ravages in it# hnancial structure. 

‘Lhe assistance given to the industry had 
proved effective, and it would be reckless to 
withdraw support at the first signs of return- 
ing prosperity. The amount of the subsidy 
would be reduced below £2,000,000 if 
tee axerage evel . of . fveights for 
1937 rose about 92 per cent. of the 
level of 1929, no subsidy at all being paid if 
that level was attained. Having regard to 
present conditions, the Government did not 
propose to make any payment on account 
until the end of the year. He hoped that 
shipping conditions during 1937 would make 
it unnecessary to pay the subsidy. 

Mr. Shinwell (Labour) contended that there 
was no longer any justification for the con- 
tinuance of the subsidy, winch really amounted 
to the payment of dividends out of public 
money. He mentioned the case of the Clan 
Line. which, in 1935, was paid a subsidy of 
£17,680. In the following year that company 
made a profit of £644,511. They paid a- 
dividend of 9 per cent., placed £250,000 to 
the reserve, and allowed £169,750 for depre- 
ciation. This showed that the company was 
far from being hard np. Forty-two other 
cargo companies in 1936 made profits of 
£1,082,889, the best since 1930. At present 
26 cargo liner companies had reserves of mere 
than £35,000,40. . To distribute largesse. in- 
discriminately to wealthy companies. was in- 
compatible with the usual policy of the 
Government in giving financial assistance. In 
the opinion of the Labour Party the subsidy 
was no longer needed and they would cer- 
tainly oppose it. 

The resolution was carried hy 161 votes 
to 80.

ENGINEERING WORK ON 
THE SHANNON 


RIVER DEEPENING AT, 
KILLALOE 


‘River Deepening Work and Weir 
Removal on the River Shannon at Killaloe” 
was the subject of a paper read by Mr. A. 
B. Killen. B.E., at a meeting of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, held at 35 Dawson 
street. Dublin, last night. 

From earliest times, said Mr. Killen, 
possibly as early as 2,000 B.C., the river at 
Killaloe had been subject to. engineering 
activity of one kind or another. The River 
Shannon power development as completed in 
1929 had included such major works as were 
essential to the running of the power plant in 
the early stages, but certain important works 
connected with storage and river regulation 
were postponed, pending an increase in power 
demand that would justify the necessary ex- 
penditure. Among these works were the pro- 
posed removal of the existing weir and sluices 
at Killaloe and the deepening of the river. 
North of the weir the river level has been 
raised to the same level as Lough Derg, 
forming an artificial storage basin about 23 
miles long. 

Speaking of the necessity for the work, he 
said, referring to the weir which lies half- 


any restriction in the river below Lough Derg 
would cause a loss at the power station which 
“would depend on the quantity of water dis- 
charged through the restriction. As the 
power development increased it has become 
necessary that the river should be capable of 
discharging the maximum quantity of water 
required, 

The lecturer spoke at length on the develop- 
ments which have been carried out, and gave 
a scientific analysis of the work that lies 
before the engineers in the problem of mould- 
ing the river to their requirements,

FORM CONFIRMED 


So, in the most convincing fashion, Neusel 
confirmed the two previous wins he has 
ained over Petersen. Not on any of the 
Bas occasions has Petersen been able to last 
the distance against this fighting machine 
from Germany The ex-British champion, in 
a great start, gave hopes that he would fulfil 
the promise of a “new” Petersen, but 
Neusel, of the colossal strength and relentless 
aggression, exposed Petersen's weaknesses and 
left no doubt of his superiority. 

Petersen had taken so much punishment 
that he sat in his corner in the ring for at 
least five minutes before he followed the 
triumphant Neusel to the dressing rooms, 

In the first two rounds 
times crashed his right on Neusel’s jaw, but 
as early as the third round he received a 
taste of Neusel’s fury. The German’s ham- 
mer-like blows bore inio his ribs, and then 
a vicious right would swing to his face. He 
was in very bad shape at the end of this 
third session, his face one mass of blood 
from an injured nose. 


A GRAND RALLY 


Petersen also received a slight cut under 
his left eye, but his great fighting spirit never 
deserted him. He made a grand rally in the 
fifth round to take the honours, but after 
that Neusel gradually wore him down, and 
in the ninth round the end was in sight 
Petersen went. back to his corner obviously 
tired and looking a beaten man. 

He surprised everybody, however, by leap-

Petersen gave a magnificent exhibition 
against an opponent clearly his superior at 
fighting, and who was on top of his form. 
Against anyone less strong and less tenacious 
Petersen would probably have won. 


WHAT THE MEN SAID 


Neusel reached his dressing-room after 
being mobbed by a huge crowd. He was still 
bleeding from the nose, but jokingly re- 
marked: ‘‘ Well, that was some fight. It is 
the old Petersen. I was quite surprised that 
he managed to keep going after five rounds. 
Jack certainly gave me a hard fight, but I 
was always confident that I would wear him 
down and win in the end.” 

Petersen was given a rousing cheer by his 
Welsh supporters as he made his way to the 
dressing-room. ‘‘ What can I say?’’ was his 
comment. ‘‘ Neusel fought very well, but I 
thought in many of the rounds that I had 
him beaten.’ 

Mr. Petersen, senior, who watched the 
fight from a ringside seat, said: ‘“‘A great 
fight. I think the lad did very well.” 

Ben Foord, the champion, said: ‘‘ Neusel 
is tough. He was, I think, a good winner.”’ 

Mr. Paul Damski, Neusel’s manager, who 
arrived from’ New York only two days ago, 
said: “I think Walter’s performance is 
wonderful. I understand that Neusel had a 
severe chill during the first week of his 
training. Nobody told me until to-day, and 
I was really surprised that after only sixteen 
days of training he should put up such a 
fine display. '

DESCRIBED 


ROUND ONE. . 
The entry of the boxers into the ring wes 
staged in theatrical style. Lights were 


dimmed, and floodlights picked out Neusel 
and Petersen as they walked from the dress- 
ing-room to the ringside. The German was 
first to step inside the ropes, and was quickly 
followed by Petersen. 

Closing in on Petersen, Neusel beat. him 
about the body, but the Welshman soon 
parried the German's lead with a nice straight 
left. Petersen was inches short a moment 
later with a vicious right, whigh sailed past 
the German’s jaw as he bored in. Petersen 
let go the same punch three times afterwards, 
but he could not reach the objective. 

Petersen’s straight left planted itself on 
Neusel’s nose, and the German was made to 
miss badly with one swinging right. Petersen 
quickly gained the required accuracy with his 
right, and twice within the space of thirty 
seconds clipped Neusel sharply on the jaw. 
Petersen was certainly boxing very coolly, 
although he made one rather haphazard lunge 
and missed, 

ROUND TWO. 

A flurry of punches by. Neusel came to 
nought, and Petersen was soon beating back 
more attacks with double-handed punching to 
the head, although blood was drawn from the 
Welshman’s nose by one hard counter. Then 
Petersen waded in with a sudden and terrific 
attack. First his left caught Neusel on the 
temple, and his right followed to the other 
side of the head. Péetersen continued to box 
brilliantly with his left, but Neusel still bored 
in relentlessly. It was a great fight, each 
flinging punches hard and often. 

Petersen missed with one impetuous swing, 
and Neusel, taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity, scored with a fine right, and brought 
still further blood from Petersen’s nose. By 
the end of the round the lower part of 
Petersen's face was covered with blood, 


A FIERCE ATTACK 
ROUND THREE. 


Petersen calmly stepped out of two 
awkward situations without taking a punch, 
and as Neusel came round for the second 
time he ran into a right swing. He hardly 
had got over this punch before another leit 
went bang into his face. Neusel afterwards 
made the body his objective, and drove 
Petersen around the ring. 

Petersen's face once more became a mass 
of blood, and he took several blows before 
he met Neusel with a smashing right. 
Neusel showed how strong he was by boring 
in, not the least affected, and he gave Peter- 
sen a terrific beating for more than a minute. 
Blows rained from all angles at the Welsh- 
man’s almost unprotected head, and they 
landed with sickening force .as. Petersen, 
uider the strain of punishment, went back 
on his heels trying to get away from his 
relentless aggressor. Neusel, however, could 
not find an opening to put Petersen down, 
although the Welshman was very unsteady. 

ROUND FOUR. 

Grim and relentless the battle went on. 
Neusel brushed away Petersen's attempts to 
stop his attack, and opened a small cut under 
Petersen’s left eye.

“VERY REMARKABLE 
RESPONSE ” 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, writing in 
the Canterbury Diocesan Gazette, states that 
the response to his *‘ recall to religion,’ not 
only by the leaders of religion, but by the 
secular press throughout the country, ' has 
been very remarkable.”’ 

The Primate says later: ‘‘It might well 
have been entitled, ‘A recall to reality in 
religion.” And if only loyalty to Christ as 
Lord and King were real the Christian con- 
science would no longer tolerate the evils 
which darken our social life and the forces 
which make for peace would everywhere be 
quickened ana strengthened. 

“ Phe Church must go in in order that it 
may go out. In this twofold movement the 
clergy must equip themselves to be leaders. 
But the appeal was specially addressed to 
the laity.... 


“ Whether the nation is or is not to be 
more really Christian depends upon the 
Christians. The appeal, therefore, does not 


aim at anything sensational or spectacular.”’ 
The Primate cordially acknowledges the 
generous response by the leaders of other 


Christian communions than the Church of 
England. and hopes there may be many 
opportunities for active co-operation with 
them,

LONDON FIRE BRIGADE 
NEW HEADQUARTERS 


-. 


The new headquarters of the London Fire 
Brigade, which are being built on the Albert 
Embankment, close to. | coahath Bridge, are 
nearing completion. 

The main building, nine storeys in height, 
is of steel construction. It is faced with a 
specially selected grey-brawn brick, and has 
a frontage of about 210ft. and a depth of 
47ft. The front elevation is faced with Port- 
land stone up to the first floor balcony, and 
panels of the same material are continued 
right up the centre front of the building, 
which will ultimately be embellished with 
carving. i 

Although right on the river bank, the site 
of the building presented no difficulties in the 
matter of foundations. A deep beam concrete 
raft, with an added damp course of asphalt, 
was laid) with a sump in the centre to take 
care of any seepage. ae 

In the basement much space is devoted to 

boilers for the hot water system, which also 
supplies the steam for heating, and to the 
coal storage rooms, The boilers, of modern 
type, will be mechanically stoked. A cycle 
store and laundry, a uniform room, 4 
residents’ drying room, ahd a demonstration 
room for sprinkler systeins are also located 
in the basement. i 
The ground floor, however, is of chief 
interest from a functional standpoint. There 
are seven entrances for fire-fighting apparatus, 
which will stand ready for call, the engines 
being kept warm by immersion heaters All 
the appliances will be of the latest type, for 
virtually the whole of the apparatus formerly 
in use has been superseded within the last 
few years, 
There are. two large entrance halls on the 
ground floor, each with a passenger lift. A 
minor entrance has a goods lift, serving the 
residential quarters on the upper floors. A 
gymnasium, canteen and museum are housed 
on the ground floor. 

In the interests of lightness of construction, 
cellular bricks have been used for the in- 


ternal walls of the building, and also for the 
internal section of the external walls,

of all the relics in connection with the 

forthcoming Coronation is undoubtedly 
the Stone of Scone (pronounced ‘‘ Skoon ’’), 
on which British Sovereigns have been 
crowned since the time of Edward I, 

This stone, which was brought by Edward 
I. to England in 1297, much against the will 
of the Seots, is steeped in tradition,: and is 
said to be the identical stone on which the 
patriarch Jacob pillowed his head at Bethel, 
and had his. vision of things celestial: “I 
saw the heavens open and angels ascending 
and descending.’’ History doesn’t tell us 
how the stone was transported from the 
plains of Luz to Egypt, but for its trans- 
portation from Egypt in the time. of Moses, 
the old chronicler, Holinshed, tells us that a 
certain Greek named Gathelus married Scota, 
the daughter of Pharaoh, and lived for some 
time in Egypt. During the time of Moses’ 
maledictions against the country he moved 
west, taking with him the famous stone on 
which the patriarch Jacob’s head had rested. 

Gathelus moved on to Spain, and became 
famous, building himself a eity, and using 
the sacred stone as a throne. This is when 
the royal aspect of the relic comes into being. 


AT TARA 


From thence it is said to have travelled 
to Ireland, with which country Spain has 
alwavs had a traditional connection, and was 
used as a Coronation Stone on the Hill of 
Tara there some seven hundred years before 
the birth of Christ. On this. stone 
each of the Irish Kings was inaugurated. 
‘‘He only,” it was said, ‘was confirmed 
Monarch of Ireland, under whom, being 
placed on it, the stone groaned or spoke.”’ 

Year by year the halo of mystery which 
surrounded the stone deepened, but the stone 
had not yet finished its journeyings, and the 
next we hear of it is in 330 B.C., when the 
first Fergus brought it across the sea to his 
cwn country, Scotland, and laid it in the 
vaults of the royal castle of Dunstaffnage. 

Whatever truth may reside in all the com- 
plicated mass of tradition, one thing is 
vertain, the Stone of Destiny had apparently 
reached its last resting place in Scotland. 

In A.D. 834 King Kenneth had the precious 
stone removed from Dunstaffnage Castle on 
Loch Etive to the Abbey of Scone, and there 
for 450 years it was used as the coronation 
stone for the Kings of Scotland. Here it 
came to symbolise both kingship and all that 
the Scots natien held dear, and the neighbour- 
ing city to Scone, Perth, assumed for a t*me 
superiority over Edinburgh as ‘the national 
capital. 

vn 1297 Edward I. forcibly brought the 
stone to Westminster, and left. it as an offer- 
ing of conquest at the shrine of the Confessor, 
where it has remained to this day, and has 
ever since played its part in every Coronation 
ceremony, . 


er of the most ancient and historical 
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“IE FATES GO RIGHT” 


Although all traces of any writing have 
vanished, if ever they were there, tradition 
said that King Kenneth had the following 
couplet engraved on it: 
“If Fates go right, wher’er this stone 1s 

found, 
The Scots shall monarchs of that realm be 
crowned. 

This prophecy was said to have been ful- 
filed when James VI. oí Scotland was 
crowned James J. of England. 

The Scots made desperate efforts to regain 
their lost treasure, without any enthronement 
on which no King could be said really and 
iruly to be crowned. In 1328 restoration of 
the stone to Scone was promised. All the 
rest of the Treaty of Northampton of that 
vear was fulfilled, out “the stone of Scone ” 
the peeple of London would by no means 
allow to depart from themselves. Other 
negotiations for the return of the stone ended 
ineffectually, and the Scots hailed with joy 
the accession of their James VI. as James }. 
of England, happy that the old prophecy nad 
been fulfilled to the letter, and so it happens 
that to this day, immediately beneath the 
Coronation chair, which was made_ for 
Edward I., lies the Stone of Destiny. It rests 
on a middle frame some nine inches. from the 
ground, and is supported by four crouching 
lions of modern workmanship. 

The stone is oblong in shape. At each end 
it is pierced by an iron ring, which apparently 
dates from the early fourteenth century. It 
may have been slung by means of these rings 
between two horses on its journey from Scot- 
land to London. On its upper surface there 
is a rectangular groove, which may have con- 
tained a metal plate inscribed with the ‘lines 
of fate’’ already quoted. At one corner of 
the groove is a slightly cut small cross. 

The stone is composed of. sandy granular 
material, bluish in colour, and veined with 
red. More than one writer maintains the 
Irish,. Egyptian or Palestinian origin of the 
stone, but it strongly resembles the stones in 
the doorway of Dunstaffnage Castle which 
was probably built from stone quarried in the 
neighbourhood. 


ST. COLUMBA’S HEAD 


There is a leg end which deduces the origin 
of the stone from another remarkable source, 
even if it does not go so far back through the 
ages. Jt was on this stone, runs the second 
story, that St. Columba’s head rested as he 
lay dying. St. Columba was the minister of 
the first Christian coronation of the West, 
that of Aidan, the Scots chief. 

Whatever the truth of the matter, it is cer- 
tain that this stone, possibly more than all 
the rest of the regalia, has come to symbolise 
not only kingship but the unity of the crown 
and people.

A few days ago a farmer in Southern 
thodesia invited all his friends to a garden 
party. When they arrived he climbed a lé- 
foot diving board and plunged into the 
swimming pool, set among lawns and rose- 
bushes, Then he invited his guests to follow 
suit. it was the opening of a swimming 
bath with a most romantic history.

From Ovr CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Monday. 


The monthly official report of the Belfast 
linen trade, issued ier states that since 
the last report considerably more activity has 
shown itself in damasks and household linens 
for the United States of America and 
Colonial markets, owing to a number of 
buyers from those markets operating here for 
the past two weeks, their requiremeuts being 
over the entire range of housekeeping goods, 
and quantities encouraging. In cambrics and 
sheers, manufacturing concerns are now 
heavily oversold for months ahead, with 
The trans- 
actions of the past two weeks clearly indicate 
that a definite advance in price in all classes 
of goods has now established itself, and, as 
there are many indications that buyers must 
expect still higher. prices, this will un- 


doubtedly bring other overseas buyers into 


the market during the coming month. 

Although the demand for colovred dress 
linens during January has not been as active 
as last month, still, some fairly satisfactory 
business has been placed, Also, assortments 
have been specified against contracts indicat- 
ing that goods are moving freely. Plain 
goods again predominate, including crease- 
resisting fabrics, and novelty effects are also 
selling. : hr. 

The manufacturers report that business is 
coming into the markets steadily day by day, 
and manufacturers appear now to be realis- 
ing that their rates for cloth must approxi- 
mate to the prevailing level of yarn prices. 
Undoubtedly, it is a very firm market, and 
spinners advise that.the rates, especially for 
tow yarns, are not in conformity with the 
prices they are quoted for raw material. 
Demand is spread over the regular lines of 
the industry. There would appear to be a 
special activity in the fine end. 

The spinning section reports: The market 
is strongly supported, with raw material still 
moving upwards, and. producers pressed for 
all grades of yarns. Inquiries for Cambric 
ranges are strongly in evidence; though 
buyers are prepared to concede full current 
rates, their requirements mostly remain un- 
covered, owing to delivery difficulties. There 
is considerable export inquiry. 

The Irish flax markets continue to be well 
supplied and demand is brisk ‘for all classes. 
Some districts have virtually finished for the 
season. 

The Russians reported some time ago that 
they would only have a further 10, tons 
for sale this season, and this week a sale of 
1,000 tons is reported to Germany. Official 
quotation is very high, but the Soviet 
authorities are, undoubtedly, in a strong 
position. Meantime, spinners are looking on.

SPECTATOR COMPLAINS 


James Foley (23), a professional footballer, 
was fined £2, with the alternative of twenty 
days’ imprisonment, at Edinburgh Court ves- 
terday, when he was convicted of assaulting 
a 2 Reap! by kicking a football ‘* deliberately 
and with great force in his direction.” 

The incident occurred during the Scottish 
Alliance match between Celtic and Heart of 
Midlothian on November 28, in which Foley 
was —* for Celtic. 

Foley said in evidence that during the 
match there was a good deal of bad language 
from the crowd. ‘‘ Much of it,” he said, 
‘was directed against me. I took a drop 
kick at the ball, which did not rise, and 
it struck a wall and rebounded back over ‘mv 
head. A spectator came over and assaulted 
me by butting me with his head. He denied 
that he had any intention of hurting anyone 
when he kicked the ball. : 

Andrew Baillie, a civil servant, the spec- 
tator alleged to have been assaulted, said 
that the ball was behind the goal and out of 
play. Foley went forward, picked up the 
ball, and kicked it quite forcibly into the 
spectators. There was no question of an 
accident. 

Francis Mitchell, a. spectator, who was 
called as a witness stated that there was 
obscene language, which was quite unfair to 
Foley; while Donald Gillan, another onlooker, 
declared: “I could not have stood it myself, 
and I am a strong Presbyterian.”’ 

Bailie Falconer, imposing the fine, said: 
‘‘ I have a certain amount of sympathy with 
the accused man. but. at the same time, 
serious consequences might have arisen.”’

IMPORTANCE OF IRISH .

He was glad to hear of the success of the 
society’s dramatic class; there was a great 
educational value, cultural and otherwise, in 
the production of plays. The most popular 
form of amusement at present was the cinema, 
and in that connection it was well said that 
the mind was at the lowest when it was 
satisfied with an image on a screen. From 
the cinema one brought away no thought, no 
ennobling influence, but this was not so in the 
case of the dramatic production. | 
_ He approved of the holding of Irish dances 
in the society; for Irish dances were well 
worth developing. They were racy of the 
soil, and provided healthy amusement, which 
could not be said of imported dances. 

Dr. Keane urged the members to study 
the history of their country. They should not 
think that Irish history began in their own 
generation. There was a splendid continuity 
in Irish history, and those who read his- 
tory should begin at the beginning.

ANGLING 


DUBLIN TROUT ANGLERS'’ 
ASSOCIATION | 


The report of the committee of the Dublin 
Trout Anglers’ Association for 1936 states 
that membership was well maintained, and 
that finances are still sound, although the ex- 
penditure, as expected, exceeded income. 
During the year there were hatched out at 
the Association’s own hatchery about 50,000 
trout fry, and 15,000 were hatched’ at the 
Zoological Gardens. These fry were turned 
into the Association’s waters on the Liffey, 
at. Ballymore Eustace,.Clane and Celbridge, 
and some were placed in the Tolka. It has 
been suggested to the Department of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries that permission might 
be given for the importation of ova from 
countries outside the Irish Free State. 

The bill dealing with inland fisheries has 
not yet materialised, and it is quite impos- 
sible to say what lines will be taken in it 
with regard to brown trout fishing, but the 
committee wish to emphasise their view that 
brown trout angling in Ireland is a useful 
asset of great national value if properly 
looked after, and they feel that every en- 
couragement should be given to the forma- 
tion of angling clubs and every assistance 
given to them in the way of providing ova or 
hatcheries to improve their waters. 

Thanks are returned to the owners of 
fisheries who have given permission to the 
association; to Dr. Ferrar, Zoological Gar-
